MORE CHANGES EXPECTED 





New Official Plans Further Re- 


movals as Soon as the Facts 
Are Obtained. 


The conditions in Water Commissioner 
Adkins’ office, which led to his resig- 
nation, were discovered by Earl J. 
Howes, a special agent employed by 
Comptroller Taussig, who paid for the 
work without expense to the city. 

Mayor Kreismann said Friday that the 
investigation of the conduct of the 
Water Department still wae under way, 
but that nothing wrong had been found 
except bad bookkeeping. Adkins, in one 
instance, it is charged, bought water 
meters and sent a voucher through for 
extra labor at 30 cents an hour to pay 
for them. 

It became known that the decision to 
ask for Adkins’ resignation was reached 
Monday. evening at a meeting at which 
Taussig, Kreismann, President Reber 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
Speaker Rombauer of the House of 
velegates and Councilman Schutz were 
present. Schutz was neutral, and. the 
others were warmly in Adkins’ favor, 
but Taussig demanded that his resigna- 
tion be asked, on account of his sys- 
tem of bookkeeping, and had his way. 

Howes is continuing his quiet visits to 
city hall offices and demonstrating his 
unlimited capacity for saying nothing. 
Friday he was investigating the books 
of Supt. Robert Quain of the Police 
Telephone and Fire Alarm Telegraph 
Co., and former Supt. Allan P. Rich- 
ardson of the Industrial School, both 
of whom were suspended on ‘ee he 
made. 

Edward E. Wall, appointed to fill the 
unexpired term of Ben C. Adkins as 
Water Commissioner, is continuing his 
investigation of the department, at the 
direction of Mayor Kreismann. 

Following Adkins’ resignation three 
employes of the department have been 
let. out by Wall, and it is said that 
others who were close to Adkins in the 
administration of the office also are to 
be removed...

He recently 
confessed that he had been expert ac- 
complice in a series of murders, using 
cholera germs in some cases, ~~ 

De Lassy was sentenced to penal sery- 
itude for life, and Pantchenko to 15 
years’ imprisonment. 

The trial aroused enormous interest 
and developed some startling testimony. 
Before the procedings began, Pantchen- 
ko made a confession, in which he ac- 
cused De Lassy of having hired him to 
poison Count Vassilli, heir to Gen. Bou- 
turlin’s millions. De Lassy’s wife is the 
daughter of Gen. Bouturlin, and the re- 
moval of Vassilli would let the Gen- 
eral’s estate go to his daughter. 

Stood on His Profession. 

On the witness stand Pantchenko de- 
nied the confession and made so many 
erratic statements that he came to be 
thought insane. 

At the end of the trial De Lassy was 
overcome. He attempted to make a 
speech to the jury, but ended abruptly 
by saying: “I cannot talk. I leave the 
fate of myself and relatives to your 
minds and your hearts.” 

Pantchenko, in an incoherent speech, 
said that he did not repudiate his con- 
fessions, but wished to specify the de- 
gree of his guilt. He safd that the ques- 
tion now was whether a Russian physi- 
clan was capable of such a dastardly 
crime, and to this he preudly answered 
no. 

Petropavolosky, he declared, wishing 
fume, was the author of the poisoning 
story, and a newspaper helped him. 
“De Lassy did exhort me to poison 
Bouturlin,” continued Pantchenko, “and, 
thinking that I had accidehtally poi- 
soned him, I told the Magistrate so. 

Calls Confession a Lie. — 

But this confession seemed too little 
for him. He continually drummed into 
my ears, ‘confess, confess,’ and sig- 
gested various poisons. . Finally, in «a 
weak moment, I told myself that if the 
truth doesn’t serve, then I will lie. I 
mentioned toxin. The Magistrate then 
said, ‘Now we are going to be friends.’ 

‘Whatever the verdict may be, my 
conscience is tranquil with reference to 
Bouturlin, but it tortures me because 
of four families whose peace I have 
violated out of rank fear.’’ 

Mme. Muravieff refused to say any- 
thing. The jury was out three hours.

MEXICALI, Mexico, Feb. 17.—Defeated 


and in full retreat, the army of Gov. 
Vega of Lower California is hurrying 
back toward Ensenada by way of the 
Cocopah Mountain Pass, southwest of 
here. 

Vega is severely wounded. One in- 
surrecto bullet pierced his neck and 
another his left side, causing a serious 
wound. In a litter, rigged like a Sedan 
chair, he is being carried southward 
by his men. 

Simon Berthold, second in command 
of the insurrectos force in Mexicali, 
with about one hundred men, is be- 
lieved to be in pursuit of the retreating 
regulars. The main body of rebels re- 
mains fntrenched in the arroyds washed 
out by the Colorado River during its 
last rampage. They are waiting the 
arrival of the Federal forces which are 
believed to be on the: way from Sonora 


territory. \ 
Troops to Guard Dam, 

It is understood here that these troops 
will be sent to where the break of the 
Colorado River into the Rio Abejos is 
being closed by Col. Ockerson at an 
expense of about $1,000,000. Jhey are 
supposed to protect that work from mo- 
lestation by insurgents, 

Locally this protection is considered 
unnecessary, as the insurgents would 
have to travel a long distance to reach 
the break and wauld accomplish nothing 
by placing any. difficulties in the way 
of Col. Ockerson’s work. The location 
of the work is approxfmately sixty 
miles east of Mexicali. 

Under a Red Cross flag, a newspaper 
correspondent traversed the scene of 
yesterday's battle and he saw only four 
dacad—three regulars and a volunteer. 

Gen. Leyva, chief of the insurrecto 
forces here, when asked regarding the 
battle, said: 

‘We could have held Mexicali against 
1000 men. Vega is not a soldier. If he 
were he would not have attacked us 
from the south.”’ 

Leyva said he Was willing to have 
American soldiers guard Ensénada 
Fiume and Sharpshead, the two sources 
fron which the entire Imperial Valley 
on the American side obtains its water 
supply.

Policemen had to 
be called to @isperse them. 

When the men, some of them desper- 

ate for work, learnéd that the adver- 
tisement was a ruse, they showed their 
iridignation to such effect that it was 
necessary for policemen to guard the 
men and women of the Gospel Mission 
‘and to warn worshippers to take their 
children home to prevent them from be- 
ing injured in a riot. 
' ‘Mra. John E. Davis, wife of one of 
the preachers at the Gospel Mission, 
said Friday that she regretted that the 
advertisement appeared, and that it 
never would have been inserted had the 
mission workers foreseen the outcome. 


“Workers Astougded. 

"We thought it would just give a little 
harmless publicity to our work in the 
cause of Christianity,” she said, ‘‘but 
the resilt was astounding. We had no 
idea that hundreds of men would answer 
the advertisement.” 

* The Mission was organized and opened 
headquarters at 3150 Easton avenue & 
month ago. John’ E. Davis, an auto- 
mobile machinist, and Ivor Davies, a 
grocer, were selected ag the lay preach- 
ers, and Walter Pearl, an expressman. 
as organizer. 

Mrs. Davis says that Pearl inserted 
the advertisements in the ‘‘Help Want- 
ed—Male” columns of the Post-Dispatch 
with the knowledge of Davis and 
Davies. The one which appeared Tucs- 
day said: “Come ready for work.” In 
the one published Wednesday the word 
“service” was substituted. There was 
nothing about the advertisements to in- 
dicate that they were other than they 
purported to be. 

John Murphy, a barber at 3152 Easton 
avenue says that men began to arrive 
at 2 p.m. After reading the advertise- 
ment in the Home Edition they hurried 
there so as not to miss the chance for 
employment six hours later. Before sun- 
set 100 men were sitting on the curb- 
stone. After dark 300 more arrived. 
Some told Murphy that they had come 
from Valley Park. Others were from 
Granite City. All were hungry for 

work. Some carried lupches, others had 
new overallis-under their arms. They 
formed a line extending nearly a block

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A FAIR PROPOSITION. 
The increasing evidence of strong sentiment 
for a change of the State capital’s location clearly 
indicates the opportunity of St. Louisans to bring 
the seat of government to this city. The measures 
introduced in the General Assembly show that 
the issue of removal has practical and deter- 
mined advocates on the floor of the Senate and 
House. 
The first practical step is to assure the sub- 
mission to the people of the State of the ques- 
tion of removal. No member of the Legislature 
can object to the proposition that after 85 years 
of trial in a location selected for its convenience 
as a place of meeting for men on horseback the 
people should have a chance to transfer it to a 
place more accessible by modern modes of travel. 
Jefferson City is still the easiest place to reach 


from all parts of the State on horseback, but the. 


hardest to reach by rail. The location is a pro- 
found disappointment. It has not progressed. 
Its opportunities have not been realized. The 
advocates of Jefferson City cannot in reason ob- 
ject to a vote on the question. 

In the advance of civilization and the develop- 
ment of industry and trade, St. Louis has first 
place. It is the metropolis of the State. It is the 
great railroad center of the Middle West. and 
Southwest. The community is representative of the 
best elements in modern American life. It is an 
ideal location for the seat of government of a 
great American’ State. With St. Louis as the 
capital greatly increased dignity, publicity and 
Ymportance would be given the Missourt’s seat 
of government. Fit surroundings would be of- 
fered a beautiful new capitol building and its ac- 
cessibility would make it known to thousands 
who would hardly hear of it in Jefferson City or 
any other small town. 

But St. Louisans must impress these facts and 
considerations on the Legislature. We must show 
the members the necessity of permitting the peo- 
ple to vote on the question of change.. The sub- 
sequent popular campaign would be merely a 
question of presenting to the voters the -over- 
whelming reasons in favor of St. Louis. 


ANOTHER FRANCHISE TO REJECT. 

Before the Council gives serious attention to 
the proposed franchise sought by the Southerr 
Illinois Traction Co. it would be well to inquire 
what the Southern Illinois Traction Co. is, who 
owns it, what it owns, what its prospects are, 
and who is behind the scheme.to get a franchise 
for it. : 

To no one with an honest plan to bring a 

railroad of any kind to the city should a deaf 
ear be turned. But for every such person with 
such plans there appear 50 promoters, ambitious 
to get for nothing something they can sell for a 
high price. 
' The Free Bridge has been.the subject of- end- 
less conspiracies to delay its progress and abort 
its purpose. A settled point is that any rail- 
road may have access to St. Louis over it. But 
before the piers of the bridge are finished, before 
rules for its use by railroads have been proposed 
or considered as anything but a task for the fu- 
ture, why grant a 50-year franchise to use it at 
an arbitrarily limited compensation? 

Objections tread on one anothcr’s heels to such 
a grant at this time. Who knows what regula- 
tions for the use of the bridge may be found 
advisable when the time comes serionsly to con- 
sider them? ‘Who can say the proper rental is 
not to be finally determined by the number of 
cars that cross, or on a mileage basis or in some 
other way that would give the city fair returns? 
How useless it is at this time to fix a rate which 
cannot be increased and thus establish a prece- 
dent for the charges against all other roads which 
may decide hereafter to use the bridge! 

Objectionable as any other part df the fran- 
chise is the complacent surrender of about all the 
downtown streets not now given over to street 
railway tracks. The route through Third street 
is worst of all. It is only 40 feet wide; its road- 
way is only 24 feet. Ten feet out of the center 
for the sway of cars leaves only seven feet be- 
tween rails and curb. Fourth street, equally 
available for use, is 80 feet wide and already 
has tracks on it. But a franchise right through 
Third street would so diminish the only space 
available for terminal tracks connecting with the 
Free Bridge and a passenger station as to give 
the franchise holder control of the whole situa- 
tion. It would be potential destruction of the 
possibility of such development of the Free Bridge 
scheme as to curtail its usefulness as a factor in 
competition with the Terminal monopoly. 

It is also a pertinent objection that St. Louis 
no longer grants franchises without retaining full 
power to regulate service, and to dictate the char- 
acter of cars and their equipment; nor without 
retaining the right to purchase at its own pleas- 
ure the physical properties of the franchised cor- 
poration, and without the-value of the franchise 
entering into the consideration. 

The proposed franchise in its present form is 
objectionable from several angles. It seems un- 
necessary to St. Louis and untimely. Unless 
radically modified, and especially unless there is 
ample, first-hand assurance that it is a sincere 
application from absolutely responsible parties, it 
should be rejected.

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Now that they are in undisputed control there 
is no reason why Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and Mr.

line, an interview with Dr. Eliot, in which he 
recommends that every family have six children. 
Will you kindly get Dr. Eliot to explain where he 
would put the fourteenth generation, since the 
thirteenth would be standing three deep on each 
other’s shoulders, crowding every foot of dry 
land on the globe, the number bordering on a 
dizzy total of quintillions? One quintillion looks 
like this: 1,000,000,000,000,000,000. 
_ Ajax defying the lightning is a tame hero com- 
pared with Dr. Eliot defying the multiplication 
table. On the same subject this magazine, Febru- 
ary issue, says; 

“That if we surround the worker with condi- 
tions in which his birth rate is higher than is 
justified by his wages; if we allow him to pay 
enough to nourish two healthy children and he 
insists upon attempting to rear six, with the re- 
sult that three of them inevitably die * * * 
society, if it admits its inability to change these 
conditions, should quietly and painlessly destroy 
the three children which social conditions have 
doomed, in order that the full value of nourish- 
ment, attention and training may go into the 
other three and make them more efficient mem- 
bers of society.”

That with reference to the closing of the saloon 
on any week day. it is a hardship on thousands, 
and that the saloon in a factory neighborhood is 
more of a dinner house than a place to get Uquors, 
and is often the only place workmen will find a 
warm dinner at reasonable cost. 

I want to say that if there were no dinner 
saloons ih a factory neighborhood there would be 
found places where many who are now working 
in factories would be glad to furnish dinners at a 
reasonable price, and some of the “many” are now 
working in the factories against their wills and to 
the detriment of those with whom they work.

HEN the season of 1875 opened I 
W did not everi dream that it was 

to be my last in Philadelphia. My 
salary of $1800 was satisfactory to me, 
and I had every reason to believe that 
my work was satisfactory to the man- 
agement of the Athletics. 

That year baseball took a remarkable 
spurt. Thirteen clubs entered the cham- 
plonship arena. Of these the Quaker 
City came to the front with three, and 
St. Louis, just opening her eyes to the 
beguties of the game, put two into the 
field. The series that year consisted of 
10 games, six to be played ds the legal 
requirement. At the end of the season 
only seven of the original 13 would-be 
champions had fulfilled the cenditions. 
Three of them had fallen by the way- 
side before the season was half over. 
For the fourth successive season the 
Bostong carried off the honors, with 
a@ record that beat anythfng that had 
ever been done in baseball—out of 79 
games they won 71 and lost but eight. ' 

The Athletics climbed back to second 
place that year, playing 73 games in all. 
winning 63 and lesing 20.. That was sat- 
isfactory to the Athletic management, 
but it was not altogether so to A. C. 
Anson. I had a strong hankering to 
belong to a championship team. 

In the fall of 1875, just before the 
National League came into existence, 
I received an offer to sign a contract 
with the Chicago club. Four years 
earlier I would have jumped at the 
chance, but now that I had the prom- 
ise of a Philadelphia girl to become 
Mrs. Adrian C. Anaopn as s00n as 
everything could be arranged satis- 
factorily, the Quaker burg seemed 
good enough for me. So I didn’t even 
nibble at the Windy City bait, but 
went right along with my self-ap- 
pointed job of getting the Athletics 
to do better team work, 





The Chicago folks were in dead 
earnest, and my fondness for Phila- 
deiphia and a portion of its contents 
cut no figure in their calculations. 
For one thing, they had made up their 
minds to organize a championship 
team before the opening of the sea- 
son of 1876. They had got weary of 
seeing Boston walk off with the hon- 
ors and were lying awake nights to 
invent some scheme to circumvent 
the beaneaters, and were willing to 
part. with a lot of rhino if it could 
be done, 


As a starter the Chicago manage- 
ment signed the big four. who had 
made it possible fdr the Boston club 
to win the pennant so many times in 
succession—Cal McVey, first base; 
James White, catcher; Ross Barnes, 
second base, and Albert G. Spalding, 
pitcher. It was a coup that fairly 
took the breath of the sporting fra- 
territy all over the country. Nothing 
so enterprising in the way of base- 
bali tactics had ever before been 
pulled off in America. 

When Spalding landed in Chicago 
about the first thing he did was to 
prcpose to the Chicago management 
to send for me. He told the Chicago 
folks that the new organization was 
lacking only in one point—that with 
A. C. Anson to play third base they 
might expect to float the pennant 
from their clubhouse. So it seemed 
that the good impression I had made 
on Al at our first meeting in Mar- 
shalltown had been confirmed by 
subsequent records. I rather think it 
hag myself.
